Philadelphia. Pa.. June 15.—:VK this 


government can help to upbuild Its 
neighbors and 
promote the 
thought 


that the capital of the more advanced 
nations of the world wduld be bettcv 
employed in assisting the peaceful de- 
velopments of those more backward, 
than in financing wars. It Is such a 
deviation from traditions as 'the Amer- 
ican people- will approve." 


Secretary Knox speaking today at 


the commencement exercises of the 
University of Pennsylvania on "The 
Spirit and Purpose of American Diplo- 
macy." voiced that sentiment prin- 
cipally as the keynote of his review of 
American statecraft -from its beginning. 


Beginning with John Jay's treaty of 


1794 with Great Britain for the peace- 
ful 
settlement of boundary disputes, 


which he declared ushered in the mod- 
ern era of "arbitration. Secretary Knox 
declared That American diplomacy had

Western Aviator Has Some 


Mishaps Flying from 


Topeka to K. C. 


Topeka, Kas., Juno 15.—Aviator J. C. 


Mars left Topeka for a cross-country 
flight of sixty miles to Kansas City at 


5:14 
this morning In his Curtiss bi- 


plane, the Skylark. After starting east- 
ward Mars rapidly rose until ,he had 
attained a height of about 1,200 feet. 
A Rock Island fast passenger train 
was passing and the aviator took a 
course almost directly over the train. 
He held this position until after he 
had passed Grantville, six miles west 
of Topeka, still flying at a, height of 
1,200 
feet. Here he began lo encounter 


treacherous air currents which tilted 
his frail machine dangerously and he 
dropped, to 1,000 feet, but finding the 
air still bad he decided to alight and 
wait until his machinists came up. 


Machine Slightly. Damaged. 


He attempted to alight in a small 


meadow nine miles east ot Topeka. hut 
missed it and struck in. a cornfield.

and at (5:34 a second start was made.

of Problem is to Rec- 


ogize Monopoly. 


Philadelphia. Pa.. June 15.—The ulti- 


mate solution of tho trust question 
will come when the law recognizes In- 
dustrial combinations and monopolies 
as a necessity of the age. and then 
regulates them, according 
to Judge 


Peter S. Grosscup. of Chicago, in an 
address before the Academy of Law 
last night. 
Judge Grosscup declared the Sher- 


man law had failed in the purpose for 
which it was passed,- the Interstate 
commerce commission is proving in- 
effectual in Its regulation of rates and 
prevention of monopolies and no way 
yet 
has 
been devised by lawmak-.-r 


or executive to deal with the great In- 
dustrial combinations in a manner 
both fair to the people and to the con- 
cerns.Grow Under Sherman Act. 


"Some people believe that combina- 


tions in the railroad and industrial 
world originally could have been pre- 
vented and might even now be de- 
stroyed." said Judge Grosscup. "Th.U 
belief was voiced in the Sherman act. 
But under the shadow of the Sherm.-m 
act nearly all of the great combina- 
tions that we now have have grown 
up."Some would have the size of our 
corporate interests limited. .But no 
one has yet told us where. In practice, 
the line should fall. Some think the 
great corporations of the country can 
be made by law to compete. To com- 
pete with whom, when that particu- 
lar corporation already has a. mon- 
opoly of the Held? And some believe 
the road is by the way ot regulation of 
rates, so far as the railways are con- 
cerned, through the interstate com- 
merce commission. 


"To this view President Tatt seems 


to be committed. But thus far Pres- 
ident Taft and those who stand wl»h 
him have not been able to put in any' 
effective form what they seem to want 
In the way of regulation of securities 
to be Issued.

That is the Vital Fact of Re- 


port Made to Edinburg 


Conference. 


Edinburg, June 15.—A warning to 


the Christian church of the world that 
a decisive hour for missions had come 
was given in the report of the commis- 
sion on carrying the gospel to all tne 
non-Christian world, presented today 
to the international missionary confer- 
ence here 
The commission says that 


opportunities which have been neglect- 
ed in the past are the reproach of the 
church. The church in Christian lands, 
says the report needs energizing that 
it may carry on the work. The com- 
mission urged that an 
international 


committee be formed, and that a great 
movement to carry Christianity Into 
ever}' region with increased force be 
undertaken. 


The report was presented by John R. 


Mott of New York, chairman of the 
commission. It expresses the convic- 
tion that the present is the time of all 
times "for the church to undertake 
with quickened loyalty and sufficient 
forces to make Christ-known to all the 
non-Christian world." 


Time Is Now Ripe. 


"It is an opportune time," says the 


commission. 
"Never before has the 


whole world-field been so open and so 
accessible. Never before has the Chris- 
tian church faced such a combination 
of opportunities among both primitive 
and cultured peoples. 


"It Is a testing time for the church. 


If it neglects to meet successfully the 
present world crisis by failing to dis- 
charge its responsibility to the whole 
world, it will weaken its power both on 
the home and foreign fields and seri- 
ously handicap its mission to the com- 
ing generation.

workers, a 


thorough and courageous adaptation of 
means and methods to meet the situa- 
tion, a wise unification In plans and 
forces, and a whole-hearted 
fulfilling 


of the conditions of spiritual power." 


Fields for the Work. 


Turning its attention to fields on 


which the church should concentrate 
attention and effort, the commission 
reports thnt in China 
there 
is an. 


ical and normal schools and training 
Classes, with 
12.543 students; 1,594 


boarding and high schools, with 155.- 
522 students; 3S4 industrial training 
schools, with 18,535 students; 28,901 
elementary schools, with 1,165,212 pu- 
pils and 113 kindergartens, with 4,703 
students. 


The extent of the medical work car- 


ried on by the missionary societies is 
shown by the fact that there were 550 
hospitals and 1,024 dispensaries, which 
treated 4,272.488 patients in the year. 


There were also maintained 255 or- 


phanages, 88 leper hospitals. 21 hom*s 
for untainted children of lepers. 25 in- 
stitutions for the blind and for deaf- 
mutes. 23 rescue homes, 103 opium ref- 
uges, 15 homes for widows and 28 in- 
dustrial homes. 
The commission includes in these 


figures only the present constituencies 
of societies reported. The total number 
of living converts christianized from 
con-Christian peoples, or whose an- 
cestors have been so converted within 
the last century, by either Protestant. 
Roman Catholic or Russian orthodox 
missions, is estimated at about 21,- 
000,000.

The advance 
of Islam in Equatorial Africa presents 
the question, the report says, whether 
the Dark Continent shall become Mo- 
hammedan or Christian. India and the 
Mohammedan world as n whole, par- 
ticularly Turkey and Persia, arc point- 
ed out as other lari?e flclds for effort. 


"The Jewish people." the commis- 


sioners say. "havo a peculiar claim 
upon the missionary activities of the 
Christian church. Christianity Is theirs 
pre-eminently hy right of Inheritance. 
The church Is under special obligation 
to present Christ to the Jew. The at- 
tempts to give the Gospel to this wide- 
ly scattered, yet still Isolated people 
have been hitherto altogether Inad- 
equate. The need Is great for a change 
In the attitude of the church towards 
this essential part ot the great com- 
mission. 
The call is urgent in view 


of the enormous Influence which the 
Jew Is wielding in the world, especially 
throughout Christendom. The winning 
of this virile race with Its genius for 
religion will be the strengthening of 
thft church of Christ and the enrich- 
ment of the world." 


The church is urged to extend it 


missionary work as soon as possible to 
all fields not now occupied, such as 
Thibet, Afghanistan, and many othei 
parts of Asia, and of Africa. The vari- 
ous missionary organizations are ad 
vised to get Into close touch with each 
other, and learn of each other's meth- 
ods. 
The formation of. an internn 


tional committee to take up consid- 
eration of the whole question is urged 
on the conference. 


Church is Weak. 


"A crucial factor In the evangeliza- 


tion of the non-Christian world," the 
commissioners continue, "is the state 
of the church in Christian lanids. Until 
there is a more general consecration 
on the part of members of the home 
church, there can be no hope of such 
an expansion of the missionary enter- 
prise as to result in making the knowl- 
edge of Jesus Christ readily accessible 
to every

being. A new and 


resolute awakening of the church to 
the richness of its heritage in the gos- 
pel and to the duty of an ardent, uni- 
versal nnd untiring effort to make dis- 
ciples of all nations, is the clear mes- 
sage of Ood to the church of today."
